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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the Office Action (mailed 
on 1 1/2/2004) is premature. Though, the action contains new grounds of rejection. The new grounds of rejection are necessitated by the 
applicants amendments to the claims in the response filed on April 5, 2004. 

Related to the arguments of claim 1 and which are reargued for claims 2-37. The applicant argues that Hasegawa does not teach the 
unpacking process is performed while the VL decoding is being performed. As Figure 9 shows, the VLC and VLD are the same unit. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to perform the reverse encoding operation as taught by Hasegawa because 
the system uses the same unit for both encoding and decoding. Applicant further argues that Hamadani does not teach VL decoding and 
decompression simultaneously. As the applicant notes from the citation, Hamadani teaches the simultaneous operation of any number 
for the decoding units.

The fact that Hasegawa and 
Hamadani each teach decompression units being performed simultaneously satisfies the requirement for time sharing. As it is obvious 
that in order to perform two or more tasks simultaneously you are in fact time sharing.. 
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
